Grapes.—A writer in the Pacific Rural Press keeps 
Table Grapes for several months in a perfect condition 
by putting them in boxes of perfectly dry. sharp sand, 
in a cool, dry atmosphere, the bunches, steins up, and 
not touching each other. Fine charcoal he prefers 
to sand, but the sand is cleaner. He says that saw-dust- 
is the worst material that can be used. 

Ti.e Rot and Mildew in Grapes can be kept in check 
by the use of the Bordeaux mixture, as has been demon¬ 
strated tuning tlie last season. The application must be 
made as soon as the buds swell. To make the mixture, 
slake lour pounds of lime with sufficient boiling water 
for the purpose, and when cold slowly adit (stirring it) 
22 gallons of cold water in which six pounds of siilpmtus 
of copper (blue stone) lias been previously dissolved. 

Tomatoes—a nice way to prepare them for the table, 
is to scald them so as to remove the skins, then slice 
and. put on a little vinegar and a sprinkle ol auger.

Vet 
this is. just.what happened to the passengers of the train 
No. 1222, leaving Iladdonfield at 7.Id. a. in. Many of the 
passengers were eoin})elled to leave the train, and get 
soaked tlirough in order to keep business engagements, 
oi make train connections.
